President Ratnmelkamp read his an­ 
nual statement which was a review of 
the year’s work and in the course of 
Jiis remarks took occasion to state 
plainly lh6 present financial condi­ 
tion of the college and the plans of 
the trustees for’ meethig the emer­ 
gency that is at hand. His address 
rang wnth a spirit of determination 
to meet the conditions which are nec- 
eKSnr.v to secure the Carnegie gift 
of $50.000 and to wipe,' out the pres­ 
ent dëficit of tho college.

m ost of tho giaduates. 
• These Juno commencement 
days are, 
porhaps, not an Inappropriate time to stop 
and give some consideration to the true 
value of tho work that our collciies aro 
doing. 
In business houses there Is, onco 
a year,a periodcalifd stocktaking tlm»'. At 
that time the m.'innfactin'er or the mer­ 
chant makes affMiiate Inventorv of his 
raw products and manufactured goods, 
current market value« are applied and 
wHh ail tho dam of the year's work 
bi'ouiïht together, wiso business men form 
conclu.«jlons regarding (he trend of their 
bi’Sines-s.! They note whiit particular llnoB 
<Sf‘.actlvftv arc proving most profltabie, 
thev decide what tendencies ought to be 
checked, (hev Jenni what special branches 
need to be eeerglzîd. 
. I t might he well If every college,' at, 
le.ast once a year, would stop to taka- 
Stock of lt.selr and its nccompllshnients.! 
It Is true that the college cannot do that 
SO'readiJv ns <‘nn the merchant or yiB 
manufacturer, 'i’he college's lliilshed pro- 
duot.ls It.i grnduatiiig class. The numbers 
of. that class may bo readily counted, but 
It Is not so easy to appraise iiif i-uticatlon 
which has been given to them at its truo 
value. , The facifllles. familiar with the 
Individual students. might grade them a f­ 
ter à fashion. 
In the language of the 
tonimercial house, they might say there 
wero so many who graded A1, so many, 
seconds and an unfortunate rem nant of 
culls. 


One difficulty In doing that, however, 
lies in the fact that we cannot be alto­ 
gether sure of our standard of pieasure- 
mcnt. In this country there has come to 
be prettv substantial- accord with tho 
view tjiat a standard dollar should con- 
.taln a definite number, of grains of golij, 
and that conclusion hns been, reached In 
spite of the eloouent dissent of your most 
distinguished alumnus. But wo can ho,rd* 
Iv apply the same principles In education 
that we havo In finance. We cannot say 
th at a standard education should consist 
of sn many definito points of educational 
erediti, divided into so much liatin and 
Greek, so much mathematics and science. 
We cannot assume th at when we have 
shaped a youth’s intellectual de^elopmpVit 
along the fixed lines of such an education 
that we have done for him and for sool 
e.ty. tho be.?t that is possible. 
We onco 
had a single educational standard—tho 
classical course. 
After years of protect 
a double standard was perinlftéd; the re- 
nulrementp were modified and a course 
•was formulated leading- t<S tho degree of 
bachelor of philosophy. 
Then came the 
courses that made bachç.lors of science. 
iWi} are now coming to Bee with a good 
deal '.of clearness that aijeóuato .nrepa'ra- 
tlop'for tho various activities of, life m ust 
be.'varled'ln an IncreaBljig degree to meet 
:the'Increased and specialized requirements 
of the day. 
i' 


• Long ago all natlons'jlcarned that they 
could best educato thofr m ilitary Joaders 
in > schools designed ' ‘for that purpose, 
rather than trust tô tjio practical experi­ 
ence of' a military Ufo to bring out patu- 
,ral commariders. It is true that a' great 
m ilitary-genius may. nevertheless, arise 
from 'the ranks find, eclipse, all the trained 
soldiers that his nation has’produced, but 
this .iloes not prove that a siieciallzed 
school is not of . great advatitagc. 
Just 
■ as^a great general m ust. In tho field of 
modern ■ warfare, possess much besldos’ 
personal valor, so there has now come 
to. be demanded frôm the -captains of 
commerce and of industry, much, besides 
the ordinary qualities of business acumen. 
We are in a new order of affairs In com­ 
merce and Indiustry; The world has been 
wonderfully linked together by„ Instan­ 
taneous communication and, b.v developdfl 
transportation: 
The rtelds of Industrial 
and commercial management have been 
broadened by the growth of corporations; 
the further amalgamation of corporations 
into huge Industrial combinations has 
greatly added '‘-o the demands put noon 
Industrial leaders. Tliat development has 
proceeded until we have reached a point 
where never bef'ore was anything like so 
much specialized knowledge required of a 
business man, nor was there ever before 
demanded of him such a capacity for 
clear thinking. 


The great problem 
of 
tho 
business 
world has come to be the problem of 
management, the problem of men—not 
ordinary men, but men to receive huge 
salaries and to (;arn them. 
T hfie nevor 
lieforo were .so man.v p)are.s in the world 
that will i)uy salaries of $25.0(X) a year,
